
U.S. taxpayers’ money is 
given to the Latin American 
military establishments so 
that they may buy out of date 
U-S. weapons. This substan- 
tially strengthens the finan- 
cial posture of the Pentagon. 
The arms are used to main- 
tain Ibe feudal status quo, and 
thereby suppress the aspira- 
tions of the vast majority of 
the people. This also means 
that the oligarchs and the 
business elite do not have to 
pay for the protection of their 
special interests and there- 
fore may send, as they do, 
more than a billion dollars a 
ye» into foreign investments. 
This chain of events main- 
tains a situation wherein all 
non-military aid is rendered 
almost completely ineffective 
and the high ideals of the 
Charter of Punte del Este be- 
come a bitter mockery. 

If the tiny group of rich 
Latin Americans wish to per- 
petuate their position by 
force, they should pay the bill
